The issue of arming campus 
police led to a fusillade of opimons 
at the Faculty Senate meeting 
Wednesday afternoon

Two motions were presented 
during the meeting One would 
have put the Faculty Senate on 
record as supporting Yelverton’s 
attempts to improve the campus 
police force, including the arming 
of campus officers. A second 
motion would have given a similar 
expression of these 
measures except for the arming of 
campus police. Neither motion was 
approved by the four o'clock ad- 
journing time, and a motion to ex- 
tend the meeting failed on a show 
of hands. So, the Faculty Senate 
will still be faced with the problem 
at its next meeting

Yelverton noted that arming 
campus police ts an accepted prac- 
tice on other campuses. Campus 
police at UC. Berkeley have been 
armed since 1918, and at Stanford 
for nearly SO vears. It is the rule, he 
noted, on state college campuses in 
large urban areas 


Yelverton did not see the risk of 
injury or death trom accidental dis- 
charge of weapons as a persuasive 
reason for not arming campus 
police. He said there had been no 
incidents of accidental discharge 
on those campuses where campus 
police already carry firearms 

Campus police are facing in- 
creasing security problems, Yelver 
ton contended. He said that losses 


from theft amounted to $80,000 at 
CSUS | last Twenty-nine 
percent of the crimes reported at 
CSUS last year were of a felony 
he added 

Yelverton portrayed the arming 
of campus police as part of a policy 
tor strengthening campus secunty 
so That requests for outside law en- 
forcement could be 
minimized

# rally on campus today to protest 

intimidation of black people in San 

= Francisco during the “Zebra™ 
episode of the past week. The rally 
will be held at 1! a.m. on the cam- 
pus quad. 

In addition to opposing the har- 
rassment in San Francisco, CSUS 
black students are coming toget her 
to protest a police attack on the 
Muslim Temple in Oak Park on 
Thursday 

Early yesterday an area of Oak 

Park was sealed off while police 
mentered the Muslim Temple, 


allegedly to search for evidence 


related to recent shootings in Sac- 
ramemo. Four young men have 
been arrested 

Another rally against the Oak 
Park police action is being held 
tonight at 8 p.m. at 2952 35th 
Street. 

Although the San Francisco 
police announced a slowing down 
of their search procedures, which 
have resulted in the stopping and 
interrogating of more than 500 
young black men, the local black 
community ts demanding an end to 
what it views as systematic har- 


rassment

According to Stanford 
Research Institute, the computers 
have recorded up ta.60 per cent ac- 
curacy in picking out the correct 
E.E.G. patterns — and the research 
is Only in its infancy. 


The thought-reading project is 
similar to another Pentagon com- 
puter project called “Speech 
Recognition,” in which computers 
are programmed to understand 
spoken words. M.I.T. Computer 
Scientist Professor Joseph Weizen- 
baum has warned that speech 
recognition can be easily abused by 
a government 


Dr. Weizenbaum predicts that 
speech recognition by computers 
would enable a single machine to 
monitor millions of telephone 
conversations simultaneously, 
listening for “forbidden words.” 
Weizenbaum explains that when a 
forbidden word is recognized b 
the machine, the computer can 
flash a warning to a human 
operator who could then monitor 
the “suspictous call.” 


Weizenbaum has suggested that 
his colleagues i the computer 
science field s! refuse to 
engage in such research. 


Phe thought-reading computer, 
of course, is a major step bevond a 
machine that merely understands

Proposition 9, which is the June 
4 statewide ballot measure that 
places controis over campaign 
spending and lobbyists, is begin- 
ning to stir up voters, and « now 
appears to be a battle objective for 
opposing political groups and in- 
dividuals. 

With Watergate still fresh in 
people’s minds, it would appear 
that no fuss could ever occur overa 
proposed campaign-control law 
such as Proposition 9. But it isn’t 
quite that easy 


Common Cause, which co- 
sponsored the initiative with 
Secretary of State Edmund G 


Brown Jr. and the People’s Lobby, 
iS gearing up its 60.000 California 
membership for a fund drive in 
hopes of building a war chest of 


Cancer Cells. 


with at least three times as much 
Dieldrin in their bodies as is con- 
sidered dangerous 

The E.P_A. ws currently holding 
hearings on Dieldrin, and ts con- 
sidering a complete ban on the pes- 
ticide 

The Environmental Protection 
Agency reports it has presented 
evidence to Shell indicating that 
even minor residues have caused 
cancerous tumors in numerous 
laboratory animals. The E.P.A 
then asked the Shel! Oil subsidiary 
to voluntarily recall the pesticide 

Shell replied, however, that it 
would not stop marketing 
Dieldrin, saying that any voluntary 
recali would be tantamount to a 
plea of “gutity before the trail is 
complete.” 


Evidence gathered recently by 
the E.P.A. indicates that at least 96 
per cent of all Americans have ab- 
sorbed excessive amounts of 
Dieldrin into their bodies. What is 
particularly alarming, the E.P.A. 
reports, is that autopsy findings on 
humans indicate that the average 
person has at least .28 parts per 
million of Dieldrin in his or her tis- 
sue.

more than $400,000 

Labor, which is fearful that 
Proposition 9 would greatly reduce 
its political arm if passed, already 
has voiced opposition. And a 
public relations firm is currently 
mapping out strategy to fight the 
measure under the financing of in- 
dustry, academics, business and 
trade organizations. 

Locally, the two major daily 
newspapers have joined separate 
camps on the issue 


C.K. McClatchy, executive 
editor of the McClatchy 
Newspapers, Inc., which is the 


parent company of the Sacramento 


Bee. seems to have thrown his 
weight behind the measure. He 
comments 


“It is a tough decision for most 
political leaders. If they support it 
they may be cut off from needed 
campaign funds. However, if they 
oppose it they may be accused of 
favoring continued special interest 
control of politics, a poor position 
in the era of Watergate.” 

Meanwhile, the Sacramento 
Union has attacked the initiative in 
an editorial 

“The proposed campaign-con- 
tro! law would add one more 
undesirable governmental 
regulation — this time making the 
ballot attractive to many 
Califorma voters. This initiative 
measure should be overwhelmingly 
rejected. Californians’ freedoms in 
voting must be preserved.”

The political reform initiative 
purportedly - would be the 
“toughest” in the nation. McClat- 
chy believes it “would bring about 
the greatest political change since 
Hiram Johnson was elected gover- 
nor in 1910 and ended the political 
domination of the Southern 
Pacific railroad.” 


The political reform act would 
authorize creation of a five- 
member fair political practices 
commission with power to fine 
violators and bar them for up to 
four years from running for office 
or working as lobbyists. The agen- 
cy, authorized with a working an- 
nual budget of roughiy $1 million, 
would oversee an automatic audit- 


ing of campaign statements.

“and it ain't what ya want, it's what 
ya need” 

The Jefferson Starship broke 
into their third and final encore 
number with perhaps the most 
synergic song from the Jefferson 
Airplane’s past, “Volunteers of 
America”. That song with its rous- 
ing beat and chord changes cap- 
tures the qualities that mark the 
Airplane as counter-culture 
heroes: agression, politics, and 
moving music 

“Look, what's happening in the 
Streets. got a revolution, get to 
revolution.” 

The crowd in the Memorial 
auditorium surged forward, dan- 
cing and clapping. At the front 
trouble sparked as a cop wrestled 
with someone who had come too 
close. More police arrived to 
prevent the crowd from moving 
closer. Another skirmish ensued 
Spontaneously, Paul Kantner of 
the Jefferson Starship tore his 


guitar strap off, dropped his guitar 


and dived head-first into the sea of 
people. A minute or two later he 
surfaced, climbed back on the stage 
and resumed playing. The rest of 
the group had missed the incident, 
but some of the crowd had seen the 
cops and Kantner’s leap, and 
sensed a taste of something 
different happening at this concert 

A similiar action occurred as 
the Jefferson Airplane played at 
the tragic Rolling Stones’ free 
concert at Altamont in 1969, 
against another kind of pig. Lead 
singer Marty Balin jumped off the 
stage and attempted to break upa 
fight provoked by the Hell's 
Angels. He was knocked un- 
conscious for his trouble. 

The Jefferson Starship are an 
off-shoot of the Jefferson Air- 
plane, led by Grace Slick and Paul 
Kantner. The Airplane has divided 
into several splinter groups, among 
them Hot Tuna and Marty Balin’s 
Bodacious. Slick and Kantner, im- 
patient for a reunion of Airplane 
members, organized their own 
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cross-country tour with the Jeffer- 
son Starship and Stee!lwind as sup- 
porting group. The concert Tues- 
day night in the Sacramento 
Memorial Auditorium was the last 
stop; the conclusion of the Star- 
ships cross-country tour. Both the 
musicians and the audience were 
reluctant to let that moment pass. 

The Jefferson Starship featured 
in addition to Airplane members 
Kantner and Shick; Papa John 
Creach on violin, David Freiberg 
on piano, Steelwind’s Craig Cha- 
quico on lead guitar, Peter 
Kangaroo on bass, and a drummer 
The diverse talents of the Starship 


members were combined to 
provide a unique and moving 
concert. In other words, they 


whomped some shit on us. 

Paul Kantner and Grace Slick 
are the geniuses behind the show: 
Kantner the silent one, and Slick 
the overbearing figurehead. And 
boy what a figure! Both were 
dressed in black Asian peasant 
clothes, Kantner in black pajamas 
and Slick in a long black dress, 
which looked Asian except for the 
plunging V-neckline which 
descended below her diaphragm, 
among other things. 

























Grace Slick’s stage presence 
lived up to the pre-concert 
propaganda describing her as 
Underground Queen and Mother 
of the San Francisco Scene. Her 
thick, long black hair flowed 
frizzily down her back like a lion’s 
mane. She stood at times with her 
hands resting on wide hips, broad- 
shouldered, dressed in black, 
resembling a wrestler or a war lord. 
Her eyes were outlined with heavy 
black make-up, and waist long ear- 
rings ran down her side. And she 
sang exactly as she looked; proud, 
powerful, and in complete control. 
But exactly! 

“How do you feel as you cut 
your children down?” 

Papa John Creach, an elderly 
black man, looked thin and fragile 
next to Slick. He hobbled around 
with a bent back and his pant legs 
ending above his ankles; but he 
sure played one hell of a mean 
violin. You don’t hear too many of 
them. Every time he solo ed, Papa 
John brought the crowd to tts feet, 
applauding and screaming for 
more 

The interaction between Papa 
John and lead guitanst Craig Cha- 
quico was a real treat. Craig ts an 
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incredibly fast and versatile 
guitarist, providing solid guitar 
work as both the Starship’s and 
Steelwind’s lead guitarist. The two 
of them, Papa John and Craig, 
traded solos and did joint im- 
provisions. Both Papa John and 
pianist David Freiberg led the 
Starship in one of their own songs, 
and as the first encore number 
Peter Kangaroo, who had 
provided merely adequate bass 
during the evening, came out witha 
guitar and led the Starship in a 
blues number. doing a much better 
job on guitar than he had done on 
bass 





Steelwind, a local Sacramento 
group who are now making it in 
bigger and better places, kicked the 
show off. That really isn’t the nght 
considering most of their 
soit music. People were still ar- 
riving when they began and the 
smoke wasn't as heavy as it would 
get during the Starship’s set. 
Steelwind played more of a 
mellow, jazzy sound, along with 
some accoustic numbers. The 
audience came to shake though, 
and it was only the couple of 
rockers that really got reactions

Steelwind was fronted by lead 
singer Diana Harris, dressed in a 
slinky black dress with long hang- 
ing, fringe. She sang well and 
somehow managed to perform for 
an hour without messing up her 
hair.

Steelwind guitarist and group 
leader Jack Traylor was joined on 
the acoustic numbers by the Air- 
plane and Starship’s road 
marpeer, who sang ina soft votce 
and “looked like he was scared to 
death”, someone commented. 
Craig Chaquico did some nice 
guitar work with Steelwind’s flutist 
but he didn't really start to cook 
until he came back with the Star- 
ship. Steelwind seemed to lack 
energy. which might be expected 
after coming home from a cross- 
country tour.

Campus police officers are 
more sensitive to the feelings of 
students and faculty than outside 
police officers, Yelverton added 

Both Yelverton and = Stan 
Pretzer, umiversity business 
manager, pointed out that a final 
decision has not yet been made on 
arming campus police 

Yelverton explained, in res- 
ponse to a question, that no officer 
will be approved for firearms train- 
ing until his emotional stability is 
verified by a series of psychological 
tests. They will also be required to 
meet higher firearms efficiency 
marks than those needed for police 
officers in local law enforcement 
agencies 

William Melnicoe, chairman of 
the criminal justice department, 
was not present at the meeting. but 
submitted a memorandum sup- 
porting the arming of campus 
police officers “based upon ex- 


amination of the figures that Chief, 


Yelverton has provided for me.” 
Meinicoe thought suggestions 
that campus police could “obtain 
assistance from armed officers of 
the city police department or even 
bring armaments from campus 
police headquarters to the scene” 
of a crime was “foolish.” “Speaking 
from my own experience as a police 
officer, the occasions in which you 
need firearms are hopefully few 


and far between but when you need 
them, you need them at that 
moment, not 3 to 10 minutes later.” 

In response to questions from 
Student Senate Chair Dean Gar- 
rison, Yelverton said that faculty 
and student groups will be con- 
sulted before a final dectsion is 
made 

Professor Dyer-Bennett of the 
government department expressed 
the opinion that the intentional fir- 
ing of guns by campus police 
concerned him more than ac- 
cidental firings. He noted that 
there is no self-governing com- 
mumity to regulate the campus 
police, and suggested the es- 
tablishment of a police review 
board. When Yelverton said that 
the administration acted as a 
counterpart of a civilian review 
board, his remark drew some 
laughter. 

Answering a later question, 
Yelverton returned to Prof. Dyer- 
Bennett's question, saying that the 
campus police has a stronger 
civilian review through  con- 
sultation with the Faculty Senate 
and the Student Senate than does a 
civilian review board. The campus 
security department is always open 
for review, he added 

Professor Erwin Kelly of the 
economics department pressed 
Yelverton to show how armed 
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police would stop campus crime. 
“You've got to prove to me that 
carrying a gun is a deterrent.” Kelly 
also questioned Yelverton’s as- 
sociation of police professionalism 
with carrying a gun. 

Professor Gregory of the 
English department asked Yelver- 
ton to specify what armed crimes 
had occurred on campus during the 
past year. Yelverton pointed totwo 
attempted robberies, two armed 
assaults with attempt to commit 


rape, and two assaults with a, 


deadly weapon. He also pointed to 
two armed robbenes in College 
Town Plaza in recent weeks. But 
most were committed with 
weapons other than guns 

Another questioner objected to 
armed campus police, fearing the 
martial atmosphere it might spread 
over the campus. He contended the 
only people interested in having 
campus police carry guns were the 
vending machine operators. 

A student from the psychology 
department brought up a story 
about a woman who tried to call 
the campus police after seeing a 
masked man, but ended up getting 
a recording telling her the number 
was out of service. This story gave 
Yelverton a chance to explain that 
the campus security department 
now has a series of three rotary 
numbers to increase its ability to 
handle calls. Both Yelverton and 
Pretzer noted that the new 
numbers had been publicized.

Nursing Forum

Chris Leggett, who steps down as vice president of the campus 
chapter of the Student Nurses Association of California — SNAC 
this month, suggested that elections be postponed until after an ex« 
amination of the bylaws for possible exclusive prohibitions against 
the participation, nomination and election of pre-clinical nursing 
majors for official positions in SNAC can be completed. She made 
her request before a sparsely attended meeting of the group last Mon 
day, April 22nd. last Monday, April 22nd 


Leggett feels SNAC should be actively encouraging pre-clinical, | 
as well as clinical, nursing majors to seek involvement and par- | 


ticipation in the student-run group, and that any exclusive | 
prohibitions against such participation should be amended in the | 
bylaws if they exist 

The former vice president feels that by diversifying the member- 
ship structure of SNAC, which has been predominantly limited tothe 
involvement of a minority of upper division students in the past, the 
organization will become more useful, representative and responsive 
to the needs and concerns of a great population of the students here 

Although no one knew for sure at the April 22nd meeting, SNAC 
may already have open membership to clinical and pre-clinical nur- 
sing majors, but because of the dichotomy of student experience with 
the course structure (which seems to amount to an anomolous 
situation whereby an individual exists in some sort of academic 
limbo — nursing or “not-yet-nursing” — and is seemingly alienated 
due to a general lack of intercommunication between students on 
each side of the informational abyss) the general consensus has been 
against participating in SNAC if one was not in the clinical portion of 
training. Additionally, the lack of an on-campus hospital which nor- 
mally serves as a visible and tangible focus of attention for pre- 
climeal people, contributes to an image of the clincal nursing student 
as an invisible agent who, in the minds of pre-clinical nursing majors, } 
must travel incognito to some distant and foreign realm for initiation 
into the nursing arts. In spite of desiring and thinking about this 
“initiation” into nursing science, many individuals may not, in fact, 
have an accurate impression of what awaits them professionally. 

According to Leggett. one method of bridging this information 
gap and simultaneously improving the viability of SNAC as an 
organization is to aggressively promote the participation of pre- 
clinical students. She stipulates the participation must be practical 
however, and of meaning to both the individual's and SNAC’s goal of 
improving the quality of nursing care. Leggett cites intense and 
unrelenting demands upon the time and energy of upper division 
students as being a factor in deflecting their more enthusiastic res- 
ponse to SNAC; she believes this is also caused in part by a lack of 
effective organization in SNAC, which has led to moments of un- 
productive divisiveness, if not apathy. Incorporating the enthusiasm 
and energy of pre-clinical students will hopefully generate a more 
dynamic SNAC, a SNAC which will be able to responsibly advocate, 
investigate, promote, represent and advance the concept of health 
maintenance and optimal health care.

Curious about the effectiveness 
of the computerized carpool, in ex- 
istence since Spring semester 
started, Tom Griffith, originator of 
the plan with Dave Perrault, as- 
sistant to the dean of students, sent 
out questionnaires to 100 par- 
ticipants 

Questions ranged from “Did 
you receive your computerized car- 
pool printout?” to “If you did not 
join a carpool, why not?” Out of 
the 100 questionnaires, 40 were 
returned. Griffith, student  ac- 
tivities adviser, thinks a 40 percent 
return is not average and would 
like to see at least a 50 per cent 
return 

Asked for his opinion of the 
results so far, he said, “I'm not op- 
timistic™ that carpools are the 
answer to CSUS’ parking 
problems. The returned ques- 
tionnaires showed that one out of 
four was able to make = ar- 
rangements to form a carpool 
Comments, pro and con, ranged 
from “Works great, ride only to 
school,”/ “Two days a week works 
fine from Placerville,”/“Fine,” to 
“Terrible. lady is grouch, chain 
smoker.” 

Comments from those who said 
they could not form a carpool in- 
cluded “Bus seemed more 
convenient, “Class and work too 
close together,” “Never contacted,” 
“| didn’t try.” and “Live in Lone, 
other students in lone have 
different time schedules.’ 
Demographic studies show that 75 


percent of CSUS students live 
within 15 miles of campus. This 
radius would include an area 


reaching almost to Davis and 
Roseville. Griffith would like to see 
some sort of shuttle bus system 
started to campus from these areas

arms, saying “keep on keeping on, 
keep on keepin’ on.” The next gir! 
on the list doesn’t have enough 
units to be eligible and gets scrat- 
ched, then this tat girl gets out and 
does the same “keep on keepin’ on™ 
yell, and the incongruity of the en- 
tire scene swells in and liaugh a hit- 
tle and write, while the next girl 
does her routine and pulls her arms 
back and throws her chest to the 
judges and then comes back to her 
triends in the stands, asking 
evervone, “Did I mess up very bad? 
Was it alright?” 


Cheerleading ts in bad straits 
these days, what with no winning 
teams anyway, and the image of 
campus queen long gone, and the 
feminist opposition to the “meat 
show.” When I was asked to help 
choose next year’s cheerleaders 
and songleaders, my first reaction 
was to say no, and mention the 
symbolic and not so symbolic 
degradation involved in 
cheerleading. But | also knew that 
I'd just be replaced by somebody 
else, and besides, it looked interes- 
ting. So Laccepted, and showed up 
Saturday morning to observe and 
participate in the selection of 


cheerleaders. 
There are two separate 
categories, cheerleaders and 





songsters. The cheerleaders yell 
and the songsters dance. I showed 
up too late to judge the 
cheerleaders. After the four girls 
finished the standard yell, they 
were supposed to do one of their 
own. And | realize that there ts a 
fantastic amount of tension here 
The nerves, the anxiety, the fear- 
fulness are all real, real concern for 
the task they've undertaken, 
because this audition is the climac- 
tic moment when all the work, 
nerves and care these girls have 


invested to become cheerleaders 
either pays off or goes down the

When the routines are over. 
Judy Quattiin, the advisor for the 
songleaders and cheerleaders, tells 
me the judges feel that I should stay 
outside during the interview por- 
tion of the audition.

And 
if you're really gung-ho and if you 
really want to be a songster, you 
can do it.” 

When its time to pick songsters, 
the judges get scoresheets. toaward 
the girls points up to one hundred 
tor Appearance, Choreography, 
Execution, and Showmanship. 
After two rounds of dancing, the 
girls will be interviewed and then 
the points added up for each and 
the ones with the most points are 
chosen. The interviews don’t have 
that much to do with the scoring, in 
fact, they have practically nothing 
to do with the scoring. The real do 
or die is out on the gym floor. 

A feminist friend of mine shows 
up with a “Meat Inspector” badge. 
{ promised her that | would wear it 
while | was passing judgement on 
the girls, but | changed my mind 
after talking to them. It really 
doesn't make any difference if they 
are treated as sex objects or as ob- 
jects of ridicule — the entire pornt 
is to see them as human beings 
instead. My tnend watches the first 
couple of girls perform. “This is tn- 
credible,” she says 

The girls begin, one after 
another they do the standard 
routine to be compared against the 
established songleaders who per- 
form first. Some do the routine 
very gracetully, precisely, others 
are sloppier, all of them are 
earnest. They exhibit varying 
degrees of nervousness. One girl 
blows her routine and gets a second 
chance. The competition is on a 
“we really want to see you do your 
best” level. 

Some of the smiles are almost 
natural, some so forced that they 
look like grimaces of agony. The 
girly bounce up and down — high 
kick, three, four: turn, six, seven, 
eight moving their arms like

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Black Elk Speaks-But Not In Wisconsin

We Americans pride ourselves 
on being a nation which has beena 
melting pot for all nationalities. 
Immigrants from Europe. Africa 
and the Far East have settled into 
the mainstream of American life 
Noone is saying that it was easy go- 
ing for any of these groups of 





people. All of them suffered dis- 
crimination, poverty, and often 
times hostile resentment from oc- 
cupants of this land who came 
before them. 

Ihe irony inthis story is that the 
American Indian, who was most 
likely the first immigrant to this 
nation, is the one who has been 
denied the rights and opportunities 
which our Founding Fathers set 
into motion, in order to guarantee 
each citizen his fair share. Instead 
of being the forerunner in America 
today, the native American has 
been shoved aside and placed on 
reservations that have broken the 
spirit of a once proud and rich 
culture.

American's position in society con 
tinues In an age where we are sup- 
posed to be enlightened enough to

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Panthers Charge FBI With Forgery 


(ZNS) The head of the Illinois 
Black Panther party charged this 
week that documents forged by the 
F.B.1. led to the December, 1969, 
police raid on the party's Chicago 
headquarters a raid which 
resulted in the shooting deaths of 
two Panther leaders 

Party leaders Fred Hamptom 
and Mark Clark were shot to death 
by heavily-armed police during an 
early morning raid in Chicago 
nearly five years ago 

According to F_B.1. documents 
released undet a court order this 
month, police had staged the raid 
after determining that the Panthers 
allegedly had plans to violently 
topple the Illinois state 
government 

Where did the police get this in- 
Among the F.B1 
documents released was a lengthy 
hand-written “masterplan” which 
the F.B.I. admitted was stolen by 
one of its infiltrators from the Pan- 
ther headquarters in the middle of 
1969 — about six months prior to 
the police raid 

The so-called “masterplan” 
details a bizarre scheme in which 
the Panthers were allegedly plan- 
ning to attack police, blow up com- 
munication facilities and factories, 
bomb government buildings, and 
block all transportation in the

charges that the F.B.1. documents 
were forged. Rush insists that the 
pasty never had any such plans. He 
also charges that the documents 
were fabricated as part of the 
F.B.I"s “co-intel-program” a 
secret F.B.1. operation that em- 
ployed infiltrators and 
provocateurs to sow dissension 
among radical groups 

The F.B.1. has already admitted 
that Fred Hampton's personal 
bodyguard, William O'Neal, was a 


paid undercover agent for the 
bureau at the time Hampton was 
killed 

Rush charged that O’Neai or 
another F.B.1 infiltration team 
had forged the documents and then 
given them to the F.B.1. to justify 
the police raid. Said Rush: “Most 
of the things the F.B.1. has said 
about the Panthers have come out 
of the minds of F_B.i. officials.” 

The F.B.1. admitted through 
the U.S. Attorney's office this week 
that it has never been able to trace 
the handwriting in the document to 
any Black Panther party member

The measure would also place a 
ceiling on spending for statewide 
elections and ballot measure cam- 
paigns and it would require finan- 
cial disclosures and limitations 
affecting political campaigns, 
public officials and lobbyists. It 
would require reports of receipts 
and expenditures in campaigns for 
state and local offices and ballot 
measures. It would require full dis- 
closures of contributions of $50 or 
more to state and local campaigns 

All local and state officials in- 
cluding administrators would also 
be prevented from voting on 
matters where they have a personal 
financial interest. And to provide 
challengers a running chance, the 
law would restrict incumbent state 
office holders to spending 10 per 
cent less than other candidates.
